On behalf of the Chicago Police Department (CPD) this letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act

Pursuant to the Illinois Freedom of Information Act., I hereby request the following records: A copy of all 
records that would appear on a "Complaint for Search" between 2012 and the date of processing this 
request. As we do not have access to the names of data fields, we cannot provide a list of exact field names. 
Your agency has trivial access to this information (in contrast to the public], so we ask that your 
department spend the insignificant amount of time required to discover these data fields. 

Search warrant information has been requested in the past by Lucy Parsons Labs in the past [1] and has 
most notably been found in the CLEAR database. I kindly ask that your agency expand the search beyond 
CLEAR, wherever relevant. As the statute allows, please provide me with an excel spreadsheet of these 
records. 

Your request was reviewed by the undersigned. Upon review it has been determined that your request is a 
duplicate of FOIA File Number P511193 answered on August 8, 2019, except that this request includes specific 
dates for which to provide information. Please be advised that the "Complaint for Search" is a court document 
prepared using word processing software, and not a CPD form containing data fields. Please note that CPD has no 
automated mechanism by which to query "Complaint for Search" court documents for data. Please be advised that 
CPD does not track data in "Complaint for Search" documents, and thus the Department has no responsive records 
for your request. 

For your information, attached please find a copy of a "Complaint for Search" court document produced for another 
FOIA request. Please note that the redactions pursuant to 5 ILCS 140/7(1] include the name of subject of the 
warrant because no arrest was made. 

You have the right to a review under 5 ILCS 140-9.5(a] by the Public Access Counselor (PAC] at the Office of the 
Illinois Attorney General, 500 South 2 nd Street, Springfield, Illinois 62706, Phone: (877] 299-3642, Fax: 217-782-

of a denial letter, and include a copy of the original FOIA request and the denial letter. You may also seek judicial 
review of a denial under 5 ILCS 140/11 by filing a lawsuit in the State Circuit Court.
